The Compiler of the following Catalogue 
of the Plants indigenous to the Neigh- 
bourhood* of Bath, has been induced to 
submit it to the Public in the hope of 
rendering some assistance to such of the 
Inhabitants and numerous Visitors of our 
City as take interest in the delightful 
study of Botany. It may also, perhaps, 
be serviceable, although in a very slight 
degree, by contributing to our knowledge 

* The Neighbourhood of Bath has not been con- 
sidered as extending more than four miles, in a direct 
line, from that City, in order that every part of the 
district may be easily accessible to pedestrians. Wyck, 
and a few other places, which are rather more distant, 
have been included on account of the number or 
rarity of the Plants found at them.

of the Geographical distribution of British 
Plants. 

From the limited time which he has 
been able to devote to the preparation of 
this list, he is well aware that it will be 
found very defective ; but, having been 
persuaded to delay its publication no . 
longer than the present year, he has only 
to hope that those into whose hands it 
may happen to fall, will favour him by 
the communication of such Plants and 
Localities as have escaped his observation, 
that they may be inserted in some future 
edition. The Plants have been arranged 
according to the Natural System, and 
the nomenclature adopted, with few excep- 
tions, from Dr. Hooker’s British Flora. 

As the vicinity of Bath is almost 
wholly included in the Oolite group, it 
has not been thought necessary to describe 
in detail its Geological characters. At 
Wyck, however, by a fault in the lower 
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strata, the Mountain lime stone, Coral 
rag, and Old red sandstone formations 
appear, in a nearly vertical position, 
through the horizontal strata of the New 
red sandstone and Lias. The latter is 
the stratum generally found in the 
valleys of the district, and the Bath 
or Great Oolite on the tops of the hills. 
It results from the above facts, that the 
Plants found at Wyck are, to a great 
extent, different from those of the other 
parts of the district ; but they do not 
appear to be restricted to either of the 
strata found at that place. 

The Compiler is happy to acknowledge 
his obligation to “The Botanist’s Guide” 
of Messrs. Turner and Diulwyn; and 
to “ The Botany of Bath,” communicated 
by J. F. Davis, Esq., M.D. ; to “The 
Historical and Descriptive Account of 
Bath,” published in 1802 ; and also to his 
botanical friends, who have given him

great assistance in the preparation of this 
Work, particularly Heneage Gibbes, 
Esq., M.B., who most kindly commu- 
nicated to him his own manuscript 
“Flora of Bath.” In conclusion, he can
